Under Title V of the Internatlonal Clalms Settlement.Act of 1949 [78

Star. 1110 (1964) 22 U.S.C..§11643-1643k .(i964), as amended, 79 Star. ~88

(1965)], the Commission is given jurisdlction, overclaims of nationals of

the United States against the Government’ of Cuba. SeCtiOn 503(a) of the Act

provides that the Commission shall receive and determine an accordancewith

appllcable substantive law, including international law, the amount and

valldity of clalms by nationals of the United. States against the Government

of Cuba arising slnce-January !, .1959 for

losses resulting from.~the nationalization, expropriation-,
intervention or other taking of, or special measures
directed against, property Includlng. any rights or .inter-
ests therein owned wholly or partlally, directly or in~ .... . . .
directly at the time by nat.ionals of the United.States.               ..

Section "502(3) of the Act provides:

The term ’property’ means any property., right~ or inter-.
eat includ.ing any leasehold interest, and debtsowed by
the Goverm~ent :of Cuba..or by enterprises which have been~
nationalized., exprop=lated, interven4d, or taken by the
Govermnent of Cuba and debts which-are a charge on.prop~                   ¯
¯ erty which has been nationalize@, expropriated, intervened,
or taken by the Government of.~Cubs.



This claim was opened in May of 1967, by the Commission on the basis

of information received that the claimant was outside the United States.

Information concerning the program has been widely disseminated. The

claimant, however, has not contacted the Con~nission.

Accordingly, since no claim has been asserted for interests in property

which was nationalized, expropriated or otherwise taken by the Government of

Cuba, it is

ORDERED that this claim, be and it is hereby dismissed.
